Reputations are being made and lost in a 
night. 
Yet reputation matters very little indeed, for Truth can 
never be overturned and ultimately 
Truth 
emerges 
unhurt 
from amidst the politcal flotsam end jetsam created by the 
world war. 
One of tile m any interests which are striving to 
take advantage of the fact thai the attention cl the 
world 
is 
fixed on the military Armageddon is the medical profession. 
A couple of decades ago, perhaps, a well known wilier, who 
to a great fund of humor unit 11 a keen political insight, declar­ 
ed that the world w as in danger of exchanging the strangling 
grasp of ecclesiastic ism for the even worse strangulation clutch 
of medicine 
The years which have passed since that declara­ 
tion was made have not w eakened the truth, nor have 
they 
caused it to be discarded as a mere epigram. 
Fou * hundred 
years ago a doctor, in London, was compelled to 
temper 
his 
medical theories with the theology of the bishop; today, iii Chi­ 
cago, the bishop finds himselr in the parlous condition of hav­ 
ing to adapt his theology to the theories of the med-cal profes­ 
sion. 
For instant**-. Bishop Bonner decided for 
th * 
London 
doctor exactly wha1 
physical 
life was, and decided 
that 
it 
was God-given iii accordance with certain existing theological 
dogmas which, if disputed, might have brought 
the 
medical 
practUioner within the orbit of the bishops’ 
court 
and 
the 
rack; today, in Chicago a doctor of medicine claims to decide 
what shall be done with physical life, procured, as he would 
maintain, purely physically. 
In plain Fullish, Lr. 
Haiselden 
maintains his right to take the physical lib*, which he v ould 
110 doubt maintain was given sol lei y by a physical 
father 
and 
mother. 
But the theology of th e Chicago churches -till main­ 
tains that the material man is made the image and likeness 
of God, and is Go! created. 
Therefore, Dr. 
Haiselden 
pro­ 
poses to nut out of existence the image and likeness of God, 
and *0 take the God-given life of what lie would describe as a 
child horn iii a condition of irreclaimable idiocy. 
How Bishop Bonner would have dealt with Dr. Haiselden, 
if he could have got him inside the cathedral of old St. Paul’s 
in the Sixteenth century, is not for the moment, the point. The 
point is that the orthodox churches of Chicago ar** 
not 
as 
protesting against the scrapping of their theology which proves 
quite conclusively the truth cf the saying, originally quoted, 
that the grip of tim church on 
human 
thought 
and 
human 
bodies is giving p’ace to tho grip of the medical profession. 
All of which clearly proves on” thing, that the theology of the 
orthodox churches is as com pletely in the nicking pot as is, ac­ 
cording fo Dr. Haiselden, tie* ethics of the medical profession. 
“Medical ethics do not interfere with me,” declares that doc­ 
tor. ‘ They were established in the time of Hippocrates and 
were probably good then.” Tim theological 
contemporaries 
of 
Dr. Haiselden s theory of medical ethics is correct, {heir own 
theory of theological dogma i> wiped out. for there is made a 
'•omplete and final end of th * theory of a human being as 
made in the image and likeness of Spirit. 
It is this very belief iii matter, dimply as mailer, which 
leads to that complete disregard of physical 
suffering, 
which 
finds 
expression in vivissection. Not very long ago this paper 
was able to publish information of the appropriation 
of 
Red 
Cross funds for the purpose of vivisection in hospitals of the 
*'uited States in F»alice. 
The absolute truth of this informa­ 
tion has now been openly admitted by Mr. M. 
Egan, 
writing 
on bebait of Mr. Taft, as president of the American R edcross. 
Mr. Egan admits that an appropriation has been made from the 
funds of the Red Cross for the purpose of military medical re­ 
search. and that C h appropriation embraces the equipment and 
m aintenance of laboratory buildings, in which experiments will 
be made upon animals. 
Now. if there L anything certain, it is 
(hat vast numbers of subscribers to the Red 
Crc s 
never 
dreamed 
for a moment that th ey were becoming involuntary 
supporters of vivisection. 
The tact that m oney they have sub­ 
scribed for the Red Cross 
can be utilized for the purpose of 
vivisection will, indeed, come to them with tho 
most 
painful 
surprise. It is to be hoped therefore that those subscribers who 
are# opposed to vivisection will not silently consent to what is 
tieing done. It may be impossible to m ove the Red (boss trom 
ijs decision to em ploy funds subscribed to it. out ct mercy 
and pity, for the torturing of anim als, but at least a protest 
can he made against it. 
The m otto ot the Red Cross is “Neu­ 
trality and Humanity/* but surely the humanity which make-; 
the suffering of animals pa? tribute to the comfort of man is a 
very doubtful one. 
If it were an absolutely ascertained 
tact 
that the sufferings of animals did save the sufferings of btl* 
inanity, there might be the conceivable argument of doing evil 
that 
cod might come of it, but everybody knows that the re­ 
sults of vivisection are disputed, and disputed violently in the 
medical profession itself. 
Therefore its use will have to be 
justified on the basis of doing evil on 
the odd chanco that 
good may come of it 
All tins tends to prove, it will be seen how medicine is 
supplanting theology in its government of man. Th** days when 
it was possible to frighten people about their “souls” are dis* 
appearing but it is becoming daily more easy 
t o 
frighten 
‘hem about their bodies. 
It is this fact of which rite medical 
prole sion is taklm full advantage. And if the world does not 
c.wak 1 to what th!? means, will ane «lav rind itself lac 
face with just such a struggle for physical liberty a;., in 
pvgdue centuries H was forced to m a k e 
leligious

reaching plan designed by the rail-! 
roads and the food administration 
to conserve railway equipment and 
foodst tiffs. 
Hereafter every' railroad entering 
Chicago will make a daily report to 
the food administration 
of 
every 
car of vegetables and other perish­ 
able foodstuffs which has been, de­ 
layed three days or over, either 
awaiting unloading 
or 
reconsign­ 
ment or other disposition. This re­ 
port will show the car initial and 
number, 
point 
of shipment, date 
shipped, name of shipper, contents, 
date of arrival, yard or track where 
held, name of consignee, destina­ 
tion for delivery and why car is 
held. 
In all cases reported by the rail­ 
roads of undue detention of cars so 
loaded the food administration and 
other govenment agencies will first 
definitely fix the responsibility for 
the detention and then take such 
steps as may be necessary' to rem­ 
edy conditions and prevent their res 
currence by the offenders.- 
The chief results which it is bo 
lieved the new plan will accomplish 
are: 
The prompt unloading of cars con­ 
taining perishable foodstuffs. 
The prevention of waste or loss 
ol' foodstuffs through deterioration 
due to undue detention in cars. 
The prevention of similar loss at 
shipping points because of lack of 
transportation facilities, owing to 
the undue detention elsewhere of 
loaded cars of perishable foodstuff. 
An increase in the amount of rail­

Fort Sill, Okla., 
First Lieutenant Walter A. Wood 
tells 
of 
happenings 
about

camp. His letter follows: 
i 
Dr ar Friend: 
Just a few lines, 
for I have been 
so 
busy I could 
not see the back of my neck ever 
since we have been down here. I 
went over and borrowed the type­ 
writer from the company clerk so 
I could write, for the dust is so 
thick down here that you have to 
prime a fountain pen every time 
you want to write. We are in a 
fine location now. We were on top 
of tho hill at Camp Doniphan for 
a month, but now we are living 
down where the sun shines aud. 
you can sec it through the dust, 
j 
We were honored by being the j 
first M. G. company to be equipped . 
with the Lewis 
gun 
and motor! 
truck equipment, and now we arc 
the first company to be (‘quipped 
with the new Vickers gun and one- 
mule cart. 
Also, we are writing 
the drill regulations 
to be used 
with the mule and cart equipment. 
The carts are made on the same 
plan as tho 
carts 
used 
by 
the 
French ever since the war started, 
and they are sure fine. The cart 
tarries one Vickers gun and tripod 
and three water boxes and three 
boxes of ammunition and one belt 
filling machine. 
The 
entire load 
weighs 800 pounds and it is drawn 
by one mule. Each cart that car­ 
ries a gun has an ammunition cart 
thai follows in the rear and car­ 
ries nothing but ammunition. 
We have 27 carts all told. 
Of 
these 
twelve 
carry 
ammunition 
and tho rest carry guns and spare 
parts. We have 
IC Vickers guns, 
and they sure are the “hot stuff.’* 
It is a belt gun and each belt hoMs 
250 shots, and 
“she” 
shoots just 
like turning water out 
of a hose, 
only a little bit 
more 
so. 
Now, 
then, for the equipment of the en­ 
tire train, 27 
gun 
and ammuni­ 
tion carts, 
four 
combat wagons, 
drawn by four mules, one rolling 
kitchen, drawn by four mules: one 
ration cart, two mules, one water 
cart, two mules and a personnel of 
172 men. 
You perhaps read in the papers 
about our consolidating with tho 
Third Kansas regiment. That was 
a new unit and of course, all our 
officers ranked theirs and we are 
Ktill bolding down our jobs. 
We 
now have one 
captain, 
two first 
lieutenants and three second lieu­ 
tenants. I sure wish you and the 
rest of tho bunch could come down 
here and see a real army. 
There 
are 40,000 men in this camp and it 
sure is a sight to just start out in 
any direction 
and 
run 
into an 
army. It you start west from the 
camp you run into the artillery at 
work on the range, and if you go 
east you run into about a million 
—no .that is too m any—but you 
run into a h— of a lot of machine 
guns, and they 
are 
busy all the 
time, and if you go north or south 
you will run into a couple of regi­ 
ments of infantry out at drill.
